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Guinea - USSR- Cuba : ^President Tour6 on 4 July 
again denied to the US chargd any intention to author- 
ize regularly scheduled landings in Conakry for Soviet 
Aeroflot flights to Havana.

Conakry earlier that day. exchanged crews, suggesting 
that the Russians intend to repeat the flight next week.
